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Senior Class History 

In the fall of 1946 forty-eight Freshmen started on a road of learning. Four years 
of teaching will bring these students to their goal which is "Graduation." On our first 
year of traveling Mr. Guy Bushong was our guide with Richard Myers as leader and 
Beverly Holland his assistant. The records were kept by Nancy Rohrer and Bryce 
Rohrer was in charge of the expenses. Loren Weldy and Barbara BeMiller were 
chosen to represent the students in the council meeting. In April we became very tired 
so we took a detour and went to Chicago. 

At the beginning of our second year we found twelve students had different plans 
leaving us with thirty- six students to resume our trip. This year Mr. William Rogers 
was chosen as our guide, Richard Myers leader, Beverly Holland assistant leader, 
Bryce Rohrer in charge of expenses, Barbara BeMiller and Wayne Yoder as 
representatives of the group, and Mary Esther Golden to keep records. 

At the half way mark there were thirty-four pupils left to continue the journey. Mr. 
Glade Rohrer was appointed as our guide. Richard Myers was again elected as leader, 
Barbara BeMiller as assistant, Grace Ummel kept the records and Bryce Rohrer was 
in charge of the expenses. Dolores Stump and J. B. Lyons were elected representatives 
of the group. In the spring of 1949 we were weary of traveling and were in need of 
entertainment, so we decided to produce a play. On March 25th and 26th we gave the 
play, "Two Minutes To Go," directed by Mrs. Glen Miller. We chose "Not Finished-- 
Just Begun" as our motto, the American Beauty Rose as our class flower, and Red 
and Grey for our class colors. 

Thirty-six pupils started the last step of our journey with Mr. Glade Rohrer as our 
guide. Richard Myers as leader, Barbara BeMiller assistant leader, Thelma Grosse 
to keep records, and James Martin kept the expenses. Bryce Rohrer and Dolores 
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Stump were group representatives. In the fall of 1949 we produced the play, "Cash 
and Carrie," which was directed by Mrs. Glen Miller. It was agreed by the group that 
we needed a change in scenery so we took a detour from our planned journey to 
"Graduation" and made a trip to Washington D. C. On May 17, 1950, thirty-four out of 
the original forty-eight pupils will come to the end of the journey and receive their 
diplomas of "Graduation."
